6 July 1953 



1. A meeting between PSTER and KOVACS was scheduled for Wednesday, 

8 July at 1930 hours* PETER was there at the time and place agreed 
on, but no one was there to meet him. After waiting twelve minutes, 

, PE1ER left, concluding that the break had come. 

2. This possible break in continuity had been mentioned by KOVACS in 
the last two meetings — 25 May 1953 and 10 June 1953* KOVACS at 
the latter meeting had given money (3000 BF) to PETER although the 
latter had no expenses to pay, M in case there was to be a break, and 
so that you won*t be without money.” 

3. PETER was not to expect any advance notice that the break would 
take place. He was to go to the meeting place at the agreed time, 
wait ten minutes and then leave. He should then wait until a meet- 
ing was caLled in the agreed manner when he is to go to a safe place 
(Gaierie Metropole) with a password for a possible successor to 
KOVACS. 

!u During the interruption, PETER is to live a normal life, not chang- 
ing his habits, earning every now and then to Brussels , but is strictly 
forbidden, at all costs, to have any contact with the Hungarian 
Legation. 

NOTE: KOVACS has not left Brussels but is still at the Legation,
